the charge of ‘flashing’ bad checks 
and that an officer is already on the 
way to Atlanta to get him. 

Atlanta detectives say that Van Au- 
ten, who is also known as Harry An- 
drews, is the smartest crook that has 
ever been captured in Atlanta. The

‘ spelibound for more than an hour. 

District Attorney Attwill had just 
denounced both men. He had spoken 
‘the last word for the commonwealth, 
charging that the utterances of Ettor 

and Giovannitti to the Lawrence strik- 
'ers were reasonable, that such as they 
aheos not needed in the commonwealth 
j of Massachusetts to aid in the solution 
| 


of its problems, that instead of being 
philanthropists and apostles of peace 
and workers for the better of human- 
ity, they were a menace to free gov- 
ernment, agents of mob rule, destroy- 
ers of the sovereignty of the state. 

In a Clear, Bell-like Voice. 

The defendants’ lawyers informed 
Judge Quinn of the desire of the pris- 
oners to speak. The judge announced 
that under the law of Massachusetts 
they could speak to the jury, but he 
| warned them not to discuss anything 


‘that had been introduced in the case.

he called “the preposterousness of the 
idea” that such as he and his comrades 
could have been guilty of a murdervuus 
thought. Whiting around with a vio- 
lent gesture he said: 

“If there is a man in the courtroom 
who has murder in his heart he is not 
in this cage.” 

He went on to tell of his life story, 
Kis ambition, his seizure upon the 
Cause of socialism as the solution of 
quman ills and ended with a tearful 
plea. Life was sweet, he said; a wife 
loved him, a mother loved him and 
he had ideals he loved. He felt the pas- 
sion of living and did not wishto die a 
Martyr, but to live for the betterment 
of men. If he could live, he would go 
on as he had been going. If he had 
to die, he took solace in the thought 
that he would go to a higher judg- 
ment seat | 

There was a hush over the court- 
room as Giovannitt! sat down. Then 
Judge Quinn, apologizing to the ju- 
rors, anncunced that he would be com- 
pelled to hold them further, as he 
would not deliver his charge in the 
case until Monday morning. 

Ettor Speaks From Cage. 

Ettor’s address was made just after 
the district attorney had concluded his 
arraignment of the prisoners. 

Arising in the eage, Ettor declared. 

“I make no threats, but history does. 
History records things with a little 
Variation hore and tnere, but notning 
Can eliace the fact that because of my 
Dositical and gocial views, I am broughi 
to the bar. 

“I want to reply to the district at- 
torney ang to say that if his concep- 
tion of wealth, as explained Ly him 
ig correct, then all the political econ- 
omists, all the thinkers, all the great 
men and women of this country have 
had no effect.” 

Ettor then elaborated on his ideas 
of wealth and property, that labor 
should own all the instruments of 
labor. 

“Mr. Attwill intimateg that I did not 
know the traditions of Massachusetts, 
ang that I was treasonaple because 
I spoke to foreigners. Under the right 
of free speech, prerentoee by the con- 
stitution, I had a right to speak to 
those people. Have I not the right 
to cry out in the night as I did at 
Lawrence? Had I not the right to 
point out that human beings haa been 
outraged? 

“I dig not understang when I went 
to school and when I read the con- 
stitution that such was treasonable 
conduct. Yet, in doing that, I sud- 
den!y find myself accused of murer- 
ing my sister, because I spoke to strik- 
ers who were not born in this coun- 
try. I am accused of murder, be- 
cause of my speeches by insinuation

Murder Charged to Milj- Owners. 

The prisoner, speaking with greater 
fervor as he proceeded ,told of the 
strike, the street car riots ang the kill- 
ing of Anna Lopizzo. 

“I said on the stand that I believed 
the street cars Were smashed by agents 
of the mill owners, just as the dyna- 
mite wag planted, and . say that my 
sister,~Anna Loppiazo, and Glovannit- 
sister were 
murdered by agentg of the mill own- 
ers. , 

The prisoner declared he was willing 
to stand responsible for his utterances 
if they were given in full, but that he 
djd not stand for them as introduced 
in parts in the trial. ' 

He analyzed the testimony at length 
and then gave in detail his social] ideas, 
continuing: 

“My social views cannot be tried in 
this courtroom, with all respect to you. 
That trial was held thousands of years 
ago when men were told the only way 
to end revolutionary ¢deas was through 
the cross, then the guillotine, the gal- 
lows and the rope. I want to know 
if the district attorney believes that 
the cross, the guillotine or the hang: 
man's "nose ever settled an idea. It 
never did. The social cry of yesterday 
becomes the religion of today. The 
social crimipals of one age become the 
saints of se next. . 

“But if you believe that we should 
die, we will carry the flag of labor 
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We must be shut up. If I am guilty 
[I want to pay the full penalty. 
comrade, Giovannitti, has just | 
pered to me to say it for him, too. 
We'll accept your verdict. 


Not Afraid te Die. 

“I believe in the death chair. I will 
go there. So will Giovannitti. We will 
go with heads erect, singing the song 
of labor, with a smile on otr lips and 
we will drow the flag of labor. I make 
no threats. But on the morning we, 
drop the flag hundreds of thousands 
of wagé-earners will pick up the flag 
and carry it along until the flag of 
the workers is unfurled over the work- 
stiops and workers will enjoy the profit 
of their toil. If I go to the death 
vhair it will be with the happy though, 
that on the eve of it I was defending 
my ideas. If I go to my death mil- 
lions of men and women will know 
that my social ideas had the determin- 
ing effect upon your verdict. I neither 
offer apology nor ask a favor. I ask 
for justice. Are you twelve men going 
to offer up bJlood now in order to as- 
suage the wounds of the mill owners 
of Lawren*e? — 

“Well and good. I have no fear of 
the result. I ask simple justice. Gio. 
vannitti asks that-—-Caruso asks only 
that.” 

When Ettor sat down Giovannitti 
rose to speak. : 

He made a plea for socialism and 
like Ettor asked for the full verdict if 
thought guilty. He also pleaded for 
Caruso and urged the jury to do noth- 
ing to hirh, to blame only Ettor and 
himself. 
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“If there is murder in the heart of 
any man in. this room, he is not i 
this cage,” Giovannitti declared. °'!

Fewer Babies by 100,000 Were 
Born in 1911 Than 
in 1901.

Paris, November 23.—The birth rate 
of France was lower by 100,000 in 
1911 than in 1912. Louts Klotz, min- 
ister of finance, announcing this fact 
to the commission on depopulation at 
its first session today, said: 

“Military inferiority, economic in- 
feriority and the diminution of the 
power of France in the world will 
sooner or later be the inevitable con- 
sequences of the sterility of our nae 
tion.” 

The number of birtns last year, ac- 
cording to Mr. Klotz, was only 742,- 
115 in the whole of France, against 
857,274 a decade ago. In 1907 and 
1911, he said, the deaths actually ex- 
ceeded the births. This was, he con- 
tinued, a sad state of things and a 
danger to the country, placing France 
in a situation of infertority in com- 
Parison with the other great nations. 

The lower birth rate, the minister 
said, Was a greater problem in France 
than elsewhere. The births exceed- 
ed the deaths in 1910 in Germany by 
879,113, in Austria-Hungary by 573,- 
520, in Great Britain by 413,779 and

is their whole ‘purpose abroad? If 
there is that need for physical strength. 
The work is hard and the demands 
are great, but there is the determina- 
tion and the talent to succeed. ‘The 
building up of a strong constitution, it 
would- seem, therefore, should be the 
first object of a girl who intends to 
be a singer. 

“It is an excellent discipline for a 
singer to- be heard in Vienna, in that 
Vienna audiences ,Nke Parisian, will 
not put up with poor enunciation. Over 
here in America we don’t expect to un- 
derstand the text. of an opera, and 
what we don’t expect. we don't get. 
The Austrian and German audiences 
enjoy Italian opera and have quite a 
deal of it, but it is sung in the lan- 
guage of the audience, and the words 
must be clear, else there is no pa- 
tience with the singers. And I think 
it is just because America has not yer 
demanded good enunciation that opera 
in English in this country has made, no 
further headway than*it has. When 
the English text is used, it is sung so 
unintelligrbly that American audienc3s 
can make no more out of it than if 
it were Italian or German. 

“Europeans, with all their loyalty 
to opera in the vernacular, however, 
give their most devoted allegiance to 
an Amertcan singer. Geraldine Farrar 
holds their interest and their admira- 
tion as their own country women cag- 
not. Partly. it is because she is a 
good actress as well as singer, and 
the art of the actress is now, in the 
European mind, an element inseparable 
from the success of the operatic sing- 
er-—every where you hear Miss Farrar’s

WORK INCREASES 
IN PLAGUE FIGHT 


Anti-Tuberculosis Associat‘on 
Shows Splendid Report of 
Work for Unfortunates. 


The work of the Anti-Tuberculosis 
association is rapidly increasing and 
the association now has nearly 500 
patients on its hands needing treat- 
ment and financial assistance. 

During the month of October the 
visiting nurses of the association made 
398 visits into Atlanta homes. In 
addition there were 479 office treat- 
ments administered during the month, 
physiclans were sent by the associa- 
tion into fifteen homes; there were 
Many nose and throat treatments, 
stomach treatments, dental treatments 
and laboratory examinations, all 
essential in the proper care of tuber- 
 culosis patients. 

There were 103 new cases opened 
during October, while 114 were closed 
for various reasons. The association 
now has under treatment 399 white 
patients and 33 colored, a total of 432. 

The Atlanta chamber of commerce, 
through committees headed by Chair- 
man H. M. Willet, now has in hand the 
matter of securing funds to meet the 
expenses of the association the com- 
ing year, and the importance of its 
proper support will not be questioned. 

Tucerbulosis has been found to be 
the chief cause of distress in ap- 
proximately one-twelfth of the fami- 
ies that seek assistance from chari- 
table organizations. That ‘has been 
about the experience of the Atlanta 
Associated Charities, which was re- 
sponsible in large measure for the 
founding of the Anti-Tuberculosis as- 
sociation here. The proportion of as- 
sir'ance that has to De given these 
families is much larger than that of 
the families, for where the latter 
number about one-twelfth, they re- 
ceive nearly one-third of the aid, 

Frequently the revovery of the pa- 
tient and the protectiun of the family 
depend more upon gova social man- 
agement than anything else, and that 
is where the work of the visiting 
nurse largely comes In. : 

A pathetic story comes from a 
young man and young woman in their 
teens, recently married. A few months 
after the ceremony it developed that 
the wife had tuberculosis. She is con- 
fined to her bed with no one to care 
for her, while the young husband is 
rompelled to work to make a living. 
On the tureshold of life they are 
shadowed by death. 

These are but a few of the hundreds 
of instances with which the visiting 
nurses of the Anti-Tubderculosis as- 
sociation has to deal. Not a day 
passes but the nurse must face some 
such problem and _— often _— assist, 


through charitably-disposed persons. 
in finaneing of a tuberculosis case 
which would otherwise not only result 
in accumulating distress, but perhaps 


in speedy death.

Victim Suspected of Murder of 
Farmer—Mob Took Ne- 
gro From Officer. 


Newberry, 8. C., November 23.—Will 
Thomas, a negro accused of assassinat- 
ing Spurgeon Johnson, a white farmer, 
several weeks ago, was taken from a 


party of masked men, chained to a 
tree and his body riddled with bullets.

Decision Comes Soon, 


Superintendent Brand Charged by 
Murdock With Responsibility 
for Wreck Last March. 


After two weeks of contention and 
argument before the Georgia strike 
arbitration —board—with the puwblic 
now Siting in suspense for the ver- 

—-leaders of both sides declare em- 
phatically that they have won the 
fight and wil] be awarded the decision 
of the arbitrators on Monday. 

As Superintendent Ww. S. Brand 
started for his home in Augusta 
Saturday afternoon in a private car 
over the Georgia railroad he declared 
that the organization leaders 
Were responsible for every bit of 
trouble that had been stirred up on 
the Georgia road and that by their 
officiousness and agitation they were 
Spreading the § seed of discontent 
among labor men generally. 

“Had Atiempted to Dictate.” 

Hie reiterated his charges made at 
the closing session of the board Satur- 
day morning, that the labor leaders 
had attempted to dictate to the man- 
agement of the railroad as to the pro- 
motion and handling of the men, and 
he declared that by wrnning the de- 
Cision from the boara of arbitrators 
the offiicals would show once and for 
all that they were not -+to be dictated 
to by men who knew 
railroad management. 

Remaining at the Piedmont hotel] 
to await the dicision, Vice Presidents 
James Murdock and T. A. Gregg 
averred also that they had proven to 
the satisfaction of any tribunal in 
the land that Conductor Paschal and 
Trainman Morgan had been dis- 
charged unjustiy and because of ani- 
mus that the railroad offiicals held 
toward all labor organizations. 

No Decision at First Meeting. 

At the close of the hearing Satur- 
day morning at 19:30 o'clock the three 
arbitrators, Judge William L, Cham- 
bers. F. A. Burgess and C. A. Wicker- 
sham, retired to a private room and 
held a conference of half an hour, 
which resulted, however, tn no decis- 
ton. Judge Chambers announced 
when the arguments came to a close 
that a decision would not be rendered 
until at least Monday. It will 
till Monday for the courtreporters to 
complete the records of the hearing, 
and the arbitrators will have these in 
hand for their final conference. 

Both Superintendent Brand and Vice 
President Murdock made _ sensational! 
charges in their closing arguments 
Saturday morning. The labor leader 
eharged that the superintendent wes 
responsi.jie for the wreck on 
the Georgia railroad last March, in 
which five people were killed, Dy re- 
taining a young engineer at the throt- 
tle when a delegation of engineers 
had called on the officials and warned 
them that he was irresponsible, dissi- 
pated and forsetful.

OF KILLING OLD LOVER] 


After Verdict Miss Farley Announces 
That She Will at Once 
Wed New Lover. 


Columbus, Ohio, November 23.—Ce- 
celia Farley, the pretty statehouse 
tenographer, who for two weeks has 
been on trial for first degree murder 
for the shooting of Alvin E, Zollinger, 
was acquitted today after the jury 
had been out for three and a half 
hours. 

After the announcement of the ver- 
dict Miss Farley said she and Jerome 
Quigley, the hotal clerk who figured 
in the case, will be married at once. 

As soon as the verdict was read Miss 
farley ran to shake Nhands with each 
of the jurors. The large crowd in 
the courtroom egreetea the verdict 
with a shout of approval. Scores of 
women spectators crowded about Miss 
Farley and insisted upon kissing her. 

During the three hours the jury was 
out -Miss. Farley remained with -her 
mother and intimate friends in the 
witness room.: She~seemed hopeful 
that the verdict’ would be favorable. 

ZOlliner .received his death’ weund 
last ‘May in: a public’ park. Miss 
Farley contended the shooting was_ac- 
cidental; that the revolver was dis- 
charged while she and Zollinger strus- 
Zled for possession ‘of it. 

The girl and Zollinger had long been 
on intimate terms, but more recently 
She had become engaged to another 
man. This led to complications that 
had the spectacular shooting for a cli- 
max. 

In- his charge, Judge Evans instruct- 
ed the jurors to disregard the “un- 
written law” in bringing in a verdict. 
Prosecutor Turner finished his plea for 
conviction after asking the jurérs net 
to let the fact that the defendant is 
a pretty woman warp their judgment. 

“Don't put..a premium on murder,’ 
Turner: continued. “If we can tell our 
fellow women that when: they get tired 
of-one lover they can shoot him and 
secure another, things have come tc 
a sad state.”’ 

The .prosecutor charged that Miss 
Farley had not told the truth int.s- 
tifying on the witness stand. 

He-declared that she had pulled “the 
woot over the eyes of a jury’ in a 
slander suit, and asked the jurors_not 
to let it happen in the present case. 
Presecutor Turner referred to Miss 
Farley as a “tigress.” 

Quoting the testimony of Jeromé 
Quigley, to whom Miss Farley is en- 
caged, Prosecutor Turner declared that 
the stenographer was four feet away 
from Zollinger when he was shot and 
Slightly behind him. The prosecutor 
declared that testimony and the posi- 
tion in which the body was found was 
conclusive evidence that Miss Farley 
had shot Zollinger.

To the appeal to help in the fight 
against tuberculosis, the mother heart 
of the world should beat in unison. 

Work to check the encroaching, de- 
Vastating onslaught of this arch ene- 
my to humanity calls today with such 
impelling force, ang the women of 
the whole Georgia federation should 
co-operate with the agencies already 
working toward the amelioration of 
this dread disease. 

The Red Cross Christmas seal is the 
little bullet used in the fight, and by 
buying them you take a hand in this 
magnificent battle to banish this hor- 
rible foe from our land. 

There are -eighty million seals on 
gale. One hundre@ thousand fighters: 
in twenty-five thousand agencies. 

Georgia can uSe two million seals 
with the help of the club women. This 
is the largest campaign yet waged, 
and no less than $400,000 will be raiseg 
from the sales. 

A very small percentage of this sum 
woes for the cost of printing and dis- 
tributing the seals and for the ex- 
pense of running the campaign, and 
the rest remains in the state, city or 
town where the seals are sold.

The Red Cross seal is the emblem 
adopted by the International Tubercu- 
losis association at the conference in 
Berlin a few years ago. 

The American Red Cross, the agsso- 
tiation of the government of the Un.t- 
ed States, and presided over by its 
sbresident, with headquarters in Wash- 
ington city, issues these seals. 

From this center the National As- 
sociation for the Study and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis, of New York city, 
werks through the state associations. 

Mr. Kendall Weisiger is general 
chairman of this work for Georgia, 
with state headquarters, 78 South 
Pryor street, Atlanta, and Mrs. Fred 
Hodgson, 746 Peachtree street, At- 
lanta, is chairman of the Red Cross 
reals committee of the State Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, 

From headquarters, or through the 
agencies that are being established 
ly, every town, seals, literature and 
tuggestions can be secured. , 

The list is growing every day of 
towns where work has already been 
ttarted. Those reported up to date: 
Atlanta, Columbus, 3ainbridge, La- 
Grange, Augusta, Savannah, Macon, 
Waycross, Athens, Covington, West 
Point, Lumpkin, Dawson, Boston, 
Blackshear, Sandersville, Austell, 
Kingston, Cartersville. 

To sell the seals, first organize a 
rommittee and notify state .headquar- 
ters, so seals, advertising matter and 
full information will be furnished. 
Have local newspapers give publicity 
to the fact that the seals are on sale. 
Let the seals be conducted from all 
prominent places of business. Have 
the chiidren of the public schools and 
Sunday schools work. Do this work 
promptly as the time fer Christmas 
shopping is at hand. 

The proceeds of the seals are used: 
To provide visiting trained nurses 
whose services are free to sufferers. 
To help maintain dispensaries where 
thousands of consumptive patients re- 
ceive free treatment and assistance, 

To help purchase millions of cir- 
cujars and similar Hterature with 
which to educate the public about tu- 
herculosis. 

To help establish ang maintain open- 
air schools for consumptive children 
who need treatment. 

To engage a high-class man to go 
all through Georgia and give the in- 
struction that is already being called 
for on this vital subject. 

To keep at home and make com- 
fortable and happy those in our midst 
who are victims of this dread malady.

STATE CHAIRMAN TELLS 
WHAT YOU CAN Do. 


As your chairman of tuberculosis 
and Red Crass seal committee, I am 
accorded the privilege of telling you 
not what has been done by the fed- 
erated clubs of Georgia, but what {is 
going to be done. Up to this time 
there has been no definite organized 
work among club women to help fight 
the onslaught of tuberculosis; our 
efforts have been sporadic and local: 
but today I come before you with a 
great hope, a feeling of confidence 
and joy, having a definite plan of ac- 
tion to present, something tangible 
and real, so that not one of- you shall 
say “conditions are dep drable, but I 
don’t see how' I can help.” 

First, dear friends, let me tell you 
that the burden of my message today 
is Georgia—Georgia and the existing 
conditions within her borders. Last 
year 4,000 people died of tuberculosis 
in this state. We Know about there; 
they have gone officially on record— 
innocent victims ot a preventable dis- 
ease. But consider those of whom we 
know nothing, who are dying of 
tuberculosis now or who are suffering 
with it or who are only just now con- 
tracting it; consider the babies that 
are coming into infected homes; con- 
sider the children who are aenemic 
and under-nourished—consider these 
things seriously and try to realize 
what it means to our Georgia to bear 
such heavy burdens, to find such 
stumbling blocks in the Pathway of 
Progress. 

Our homeless consumptive is a 
menace to the health and happiness of 
every citizen; he wanders from place 
to place seeking alms, a most pitiable 
creaiure. 

The housing conditions of our ne- 
gro population are a disgrace to our 
Civilization. 

Our poor ventilated schools and the 
prejudices of the country people 
themselves in regard to the value of 
fresh air and sunshine are powerful 
factors in the rapid spread of this 
disease! 

These are conditions that stare us 
in the face everywhere, in our cities, 
in our towns, in our rural “@ommunil- 
ties; and because they are common 
to us all, there is not one person who 
can afford to ignore them, not one 
who has a right to go on his way un- 
ashamed. 

You will be interested to count up 
with me the number of agencies now 
at work in our state, to control the 
spread of this disease. There is our 
state sanitorium, at Alto, a beautiful 
place, a center from which radiates 
the doctrine of cleanliness and health, 
but its capacity is limited to 60 beds, 
and it takes in only the incipient white 
cases. In Atlanta we have the sani- 
torium supported by the city and Ful- 
ton county, with a capacity for 160 
beds, including the negro ward; we 
have also the free dispensary and the 
four nurses who visit 400 patients In 
their homes. Columbus supports a vis- 
iting nurse. Augusta, Savannah, Ma- 
con, have local agencies at work. But 
do you not see that there is yet much 
to be done before we can say that 
we are actually fighting disease in 
Georgia? Do you not see the urgent 
need of systematic state work, which 
would touch every community and 
benefit every one of us? Our patriot- 
ism must be equal to this task, we 
must no longer allow Georgia to sac- 
rifice these thousands of young lives 
each year on the altar of ignorance. 
Legislation is not so powerful a weap- 
on as education. Only when people 
are aroused to the significance of this 
annual death toll will they bend their 
energies to prevent it. 

Now, we come to the _ question, 
“What can your town do?’ And this 
is where the little Red Cross Seal 
plays an important part. Please do 
not think lightly of these seals, for 
they represent an international cru- 
sade and could mean the salvation 
of our country. Briefly the plan is 
this: 

A committee is to be formed in every 
town in Georgia—there is no place too 
small to take part in this campaign, 
where the pennies count—these com- 
mittees acting as subagents to the 
state chairman, who is responsible for 
the sale in Georgia. These commit- 
tees are to be formed through the 
women’s clubs. where there are clubs, 
they are to include all classes, as’ no 
citizen can be allowed to shirk his 
share of responsibility. 

The seals, the campaign literature, 
the advertising placards, the press 
service, are all supplied, free, by the 
National Red Cross, as their contribu- 
tion to the world’s great struggle 
against disease. There need be no ex- 
pense connected with this sale of Red 
Cross seals,“~it will be your business 
simply to sell them at 1 cent apiece. 
The proceeds will be used to better 
conditions in Georgia, and the first 
step will be the employment of a field 
secretary, who will organize the forces 
in every community.

English suffragette, who spoke 
here Thursday and Friday nights, went

I tried to get her to tell me in de- 
tail how she started with: the flowers: 
and how long she was making them 
when she gave up that very lucrative 
industry, but it was difficult to get her 
to talk of it, for never have I seen a 
woman more intensely interested in 
any cause that is Miss Freeman in suf- 
frage.

@ political—lI find that progress in th.

young English women. who three years 
ago, under the leadership of Mrs. Pank- 
hurst..and others, threw themselves 
into the fight for women’s votes, an: 
fight for what she thought was wom- 
an’s greatest cause. She was impris- 
oned twice for certain militant opt- 
bursts on the part of women with 
whom she was identified, and she tells 
an interesting story of the campaign 
the suffragettes of England have 
waged for the economic freedom, of the 
industrial women workers of England. 

“The women leaders of- the woman 
movement in England,” she explained, 


“are the most democratic in the world, 
and they so well illustrate the meaninxy 
of why it takes the aristocrat to mak- 
the democrat. The English woman is 
the lady’ by title, but when [ft comes 
to the work of woman for woman sh, 
knows the woman all through, regard- 
less of title or station or class. The 
English woman has gotten hold of the 
psychology of the woman movement. 
She knows it means something mo$-«- 


“There is not one of the vital ques- 
tions of national import that could 


not be the better answered if woman |! 


had her voice in’ political life,” claims 
Miss Freeman. 

“Take any one of thet economic or 
industrial or social problems, and wom- 
an in her relation to them, and you 
will find that with the chance to act 
directly upon them she would be a 
factor tremendously efficient.” 

Miss Freeman’s Work. 

Miss Freeman is an English lady of 
refinement and culture. Meeting with 
reverses soon after she left school, sh. 
in¢ented in England the making of 
flowers from ribbons, having conceived 
certain designs which hitherto had 
not been tried. She was most success- 
ful and found it necessary to emplov 
others to assist in fulfilling her con- 
tracts. The lelsure women, her pat- 
rons, seeing the art in her work, urged 
upon her to patent her particular in- 
but she declined, because 
“what right had I to deprive other 
women of the same chance to earn 
wages?” said Miss Freeman. 
“Fhe girls who worked for me 
all struggling; I needed them; 
needed me, and England was big 
enough to buy all the flowers that 
any number of women could make,” 
and the voice of the suffragette, the 
militant suffragette, broke out here, 
and right on Miss Freeman carried her 
group of hearers into the complexities 
of the women of England in their 
fight for votes.

From what I could gather, it 
Seemed to me I could do something 
for the cause over here, and shortly 
after my arrival here, I accepted the 
task of launching the campaign for 
woman’s votes in Ohio. I made the 
trip through the state with a woman 
companion in a little wagon, which 
has been much exploiteg in the press, 
ang I made 169 suffrage spegches in 
one month’s time.

“On my return to New York I ac- 
cepted the position of organizer of the 
New York Woman’s State Suffrage 
assOciation. I. may be said to be a

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WOMEN AND NEW ATLANTA. 


The role the organized worten of Atlanta have played-and are 
tc play in the crystallizing of a higher civic ideal for this city was 
convincingly indicated at the recent semi-annual meeting of the 
Atlanta City Federation of Women’s clubs. A feature of the meeting 
was the adoption of resolutions, under the guidance of Mrs. Charles 
J. Haden, president of the' federation, in which the eighty-two or- 
ganizations holding membership therein are specifically pledged to 
co-operate with the chamber of commerce in the work for civic bet- 
terment which may be initiated by that body. Of importance, also, 
is the indorsement of the plan, now being studied by the chamber, of 
a definite civic program for the city. 

In its fourteen years of existence, the federation has expanded 
until today it includes affiliation with practically every philanthropic, 
ethical and civic-movement under way in Atlanta. Each of these 
respective eighty-two clubs discharges well its function in its own 
particular jurisdiction. Together, they comprise a coherent and 
powerful force for advancement and uplift in every phase touching 
upon the welfare of Atlanta. 

What the chamber of commerce means to the men of Atlanta, 
in welding their fighting ability and influence, the federation means 
tc the women of Atlanta. As a whole, the organization has accom- 
plished such things, or participated in their accomplishment, as the 
securing of a county reformatory for white boys; initiating and push- 
ing to conclusion.the probation system for juvenile offenders; aid 
to the police matron, stockade improvement and encouragement -to 
the farm for negro boys; work for physical examination of school 
children; observance of arbor and cleaning-up days; organization of 
civic ward clubs; campaigning, in connection with the chamber of 
commerce, for the municipal bond issue; providing’ entertainment 
of corn club boys at the request of the chamber ; twice entertaining 
the Georgia Federation of Women’s clubs; co-operating with the 
chamber in bringing to Atlanta Dr. J. Horace McFarland, the munici- 
pal expert. The roster could be extended indefinitely, 

Atlanta is under heavier obligation in the matter of civic ad- 
vancement, sanitary improvement and higher ideals than it realizes 
to these militant, but wholly womanly women. Comprising every 
class of citizenship, representing the wives and mothers of the com- 
munity, The Constitution views it simply as a duty to extend them 
its heartiest support in the expanding program to which they are 
conscientiously addressing their efforts. 
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A SQUARE DEAL FOR ROOSEVELT. 


We publish, in another column, a communication from Captain 
A. L. Key, a prominent business man and confederate veteran of 
Chattanooga. In it, he repels the scattered, but vicious, attacks that 
have been made upon Theodore Roosevelt regarding the latter’s 
alleged aspersions upon confederate leaders, citing in rebuttal, 
Roosevelt’s tribute to Robert E. Lee and the men who fought un- 
der the stars and bars, written when the former president was only 
twenty-eight years of age. 

The presidential campaign is concluded, and the partisan heat 
it engendered has subsided. What The Constitution may say, 
therefore, cannot be subject to misinterpretation. Particularly are 
we unhampered because we are not now, have not been in the past 
and do not expect to be in the future in sympathy with the political 
creed of Colonel] Roosevelt. This said, it remains that— 


The Constitution stands for a square deal to every American, 
irrespective of his political creed, and we add emphasis to that at- 
titude as it touches Theodore Roosevelt, who has vindicated him- 
self as among the broadest and most nonesectional chief executives 
since the civil war. Captain Key’s communication gives us the 
opportunity to express the sentiment which, we believe, voices 
overwhelmingly public opinion of both generations in the southern 
states. The snarling, bigoted and reactionary spirit that, in the 
mood of a historic ghoul, disinters past hatreds for their appeal to 
the unholiest of sectional passions, is not approved by the south. 

That systematic effort at malignant detraction was, perhaps, 
the main jarring note of the recent campaign. While from every 
side came rejoicings that here was a political condition that would 
forever bury sectional animosities, the national harmony was brok- 
en by occasional ugly pipings attuned to the old, dead “bloody- 
shirtism.” In some instances, they came from quarters that, be- 
fore Roosevelt loomed as a formidable partisan opponent, had 
slathered him with sycophancy and adulation. The spectacle was 
unrepresentative of the new and dominant and American south. 
That Woodrow Wilson—himself ‘a Virginian—did not see fit to 
dignify such methods with attention, is the surest sign of their re- 
pudiation. 
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No man is immune from error. Whatever mistakes Roosevelt 
may have made in his earlier years, growing out of impulse or be- 
fore he had become thoroughly familiar with the southern people, 
he amply atoned for before he left his exalted office. Coming 
south, time after time, he mingled freely with every class, high and 
humble. He expressed his friendship, his feelings of fraternity, 
in the most unequivocal terms. He extended the right hand of 
fellowship. And the southern people, as a people, took him at his 
word! They met his outclasped hand. They did not reject his 
advances. They feel—as they always will feel, as The Constitution 
ever has and always will feel—an undying reverence for the. lost 
cause and its chieftains. And, for whatever criticism of any one 
of the heroes of those days, they accepted in full payment Roose- 
velt’s amende honorable. They took him for what he was—an 
American, one with them in feeling, sympathetic with and consid- 
erate of his mother’s people. 

Through the latter years of his official career he never lost 
an opportunity to transmute his protestations into the concrete. As 
regards Jefferson Davis, Roosevelt, with singular ardor of effort, 
strove to set himself at rights with the southern people. The 
loved president of the confederacy, while in the United States en- 

ineering corps, had been one of the designers and constructors of 
Cabin John Bridge, just outside of Washington. Following seces- 
sion, mistaken jaundice at the riorth had been responsible for the 
chiseling of his name off that structure. Appeal had been made to 
president after president to have the name restored. Roosevelt 
was the first presjdent who heeded the appeal and righted a historic 
wrong by having Davis’ name restored to Cabin John Bridge. That 
was only one gf the acts that testified his desire for unification and 
friendship with the south. Another factor to be remembered is 
Roosevelt’s unchallenged achievement of awakening the civic and 
the political conscience of America. The south, as well as the north, 
the east and west, is debtor to him in this undoubted and non-parti- 
san contribution to the nation’s welfare,

ST. MARY’S 


A WORLD PORT 


St. Marys, Ga, November 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Georgia and the south Atlantic 
states are to have another great out- 
let to the sea if the movement set on 
foot by representative citizens of St. 
Marys is viewed favorably by the fed- 
eral government. The project is of 
peculiar interest to Atlanta and other 
Georgia shipping points, for the rea- 
son that under the energetic direction 
of Captain L. Johnson, president of 
the -Atlantic, Waycross and Northern 
railroad, steady progress is being made 
in gradually extending that line north- 
ward toward Atlanta. In connection 
with the plan to deepen St. Marys 
river, Cumberland sound and the wa- 
ter adjacent, all Georgia would be sup- 
plied with additional port facilities, 
situated with specifically favorable ref- 


erence to the Panama canal. 

The plan is outlined in a memorial 
adopted at a mass meeting of the citi- | 
zens of St. Marys, at which Captain | 
Johnson presided as chairman. It is. 
expected to present the memorial to 
congress and push the project vigor- 
ously through the congressional rep- 
resentatives of Georgia and Florida. 
The memorial recites that the Cum- 
berland sound is the southern terminus 
of the inside water route recently com- 
pleted by the United States from Sa-: 
vannah to Fernandina. St. Marys river, . 
navigable for sixty miles, and having 
for that distance a depth of twelve 
feet, forms a natural link in the pro-. 
posed inside route from the Mississippi | 
to the Atlantic. 
Reom for Vast Fiecet. 

It is pointed out that the Cumber- 
land basin, with. nominal expenditure, | 
could fioat a vast fleet of large draught ! 
and that state and federal ownership 
of land fronting on it would transform 
the basin into the greatest publicly- 


owned water frontage south of Bal- 
timore. The commercial as well as the 
Strategic advantages ofthe improve- 
ment are stressed. 

It is shown aiso that Point Peter 
reservation is an ideal location for @ 
large military post, its healthfulness 
and its proximity to the Panama canal 
being brought forward as added ar- 
guments.

TWO TRAINMEN KILLED 


Alexandria, La., November 23.—Three 
trainmen were killed and one injured 
when westbound Texas and Pacific pas- 
senger train No. 51 collided with the 
rear of a freight train on the outskirts 
of Alexandria at 4 o'clock this morn- 
ing. No passengers were injured. 

Offcially, four trains were in the 
wreck. Two light engines which were 
running ahead of the passenger train 
as first and ‘second extra 51, found 
a stalled Southern Pacific freight train 
on the track. They were coupled to 
the rear of the freight and began push- 
ing it ahead. A few minutes later 
the passenger dashed into the triple 


combination, making a jumbled mass 


of the three engines. 

Fireman F. ‘Landry and Brakeman 
A. B. Harrison, of the second extra 51 
residents of Gouldsboro, La., were kill- 
ed, as was Engineer Laughlin, of the 
same engine. Fireman Joe Dicket, of 
the passenger train, was seriously in- 
jured by jumping just before the crash 


came. 

Harry Wilson, conductor, and Mar- 
tin Flanagan, brakeman of first No. 51, 
received minor tInjuries and were 
Placed in the sanitarium.

CONTROL TUBERCULOSIS 
AND LESSEN CRIME 


Binghamton, N. Y., November 23.— 
“If tuberculosis were controlled the 
expenditures of the state for the con- 
trol of crime would be largely re- 
duced.” 

Judge George W. Ray, United States 
district judge, thus summarized his 
experience on the bench with twenty 
years who had become criminals be- 
cause they had been bereft of paren- 
tal guidance by tuberculosis, or Who, 
wasted by disease, had taken to coun- 
terfelting or some other Nght work of 
an fllegal nature, in order to vrovide 
themselves with shelter. The estab- 
lishment of tuberculosis hospitals, 
Judge Ray urged, as a measure of 
economy, stating that one of the 
twenty cases he described had alone 
cost the state over $2,000.

Ossining, N. Y. November 22.—De- 
spite the boast of Reynolds Forsbrey, 
murderer and jail breaker, tnat he 
would never be taken to Sing Sing 
alive, he spent the night safe and 
sound within the prison walls. 

He came here under guard of a 
strong detachment of New York depu- 
ties, who took every precaution to 
prevent his even attempting a break 
for liberty.

Tennessee has a state association of 
manufacturers which sprung from.this 
organization.

Many firms opened occounts 
there which had never before -been in 
that territory.

OF MILEAGE EXCHANGE MUDDLE 


The railways havg spoken at last, 
in defense of their system of requir- 
ing mileage to be excnanged for tick- 


ets before entering a train. 

To get their side before the public, 
they have had big cards run in the 
newspapers, at a cost of hundreds of 
doliars. We are going to reprint the 
same, without a penny of cost to the 
roads. We have to do it, for we are 
dealing with commercial ‘travelers, 
who are never satisried unless tu.ey 
have both sides of a question pre-

The interchangeable mileage book regulation 
requiring the exchange of coupons for ti a 
has been the subject of cr.ticism. Much 0: 
such criticism arises because the exact fac 
and conditions are not generally known. 

In order that the rublic may be cor- 
rectly informed the railway comp pies te 
the foliowing statement, having full faith in 
the fairneas of eS when the mat- 
ter is thoroughly understood. 
ar interchangeable mileage pook, as its 
name indicates, may be used for obt ‘ining 
transportation over any line party to the in- 
terchangeable book arrangement. The coupons 
from these books are equivalent to c3sh, ani 
to safeguard their transmission to the treas- 
qrer -of each railroad company, the require- 
ment ig made for the exchange of the cou- 
pons at ticket windows ror transporiat on, 
thus causing the mileige coupons to be  :laced 
in the hand’ of bonded ticket ag nts who 
must account to the audit.ng department 
of each line for their value. 

No one will claim that it is unreasonable 
for a railway company to require a traveler 
to purchase a ticket instead of pay.ng the 

oney on the train. 

a object of this requirement {is to have 
one men, the ticket agent, n“le the money 
and eel! tickets, either for cash or coupons 
from an interch*ngeable mileage book. and 
thus make a record of what the company as 
sold: another man, the concu tor, to col- 
lect the tickets, and thus make a reovd of 
their use, and thereby nave an additional 
check against the agent, who must account 
for the purchase price either in cash or 
coupons. 

The cowpons from interchangeable mileage 
books represent cash, for the reason that 
they are the only evidenec of a claim against 
the railroad selling the mileage book, and 
the company accepting such coupons for 
sele of ticket is paid by the roai sell ng 
the mileage book only upon presentation of 
the actual coupons. This is not always pos- 
sible where the conduetor lifts the coupons 
on the train, because he doe: not have the 
same fecilities for safeguadng such cou- 
pons, and should they become lost» the rvil- 
road honoring the milleage book would have 
no means of securing proper compens« tion 
for the service performéd. The recerei’y 
of preserving each coupon is therefore ap- 
parent. 

Every well-organized business concern 
adopts regulations to insure the safety of its 
cash. 

Attention is invited to the check system in 
depzrtment etores: the c*s) reist’rs in emtil- 
er stores; the cashiers at ho-els, re tau ante, 
etc., and hundreds of other devices for the 
purpose of proper accounting. 

The interchangesble m_leage books= provwd- 
ed by the lince ‘n the southeast grant more 
favorable conditions than are afforded by 
interch*ngeable books im any other territory, 
and they do not require the holder of a 
mileage book to do more to secure trang- 
portation for himself and his b°gzage than 
is required of a passenger who purchases @ 
ticket for cash. 

They are good on a greater number of 
railroads. 

There are no restrictions as to the pas- 
eenger trains on which ex~hange tickets pur- 
chased with interchangeable mileage coupons 
can be used. 

They give the pa*senger the benefit of short 
line mileage where it would not be practicable 


= 


in many instances if mfleage coupons were 
honored on the ~-train. 

The exchange rgulation is of benefit to 
the railway companies for the following reas- 
ons: 

It insures propore accounting. 

Tt eafeguarde the accurate checking of 
baggage. 

It relieves the conductor of much deta'l 
labor, thereby permitting them to give m re 
time and attention to the operation of their 
tra'ns, thus insuring to a greater degree the 
safety of passengers. 

It makes it possible to ascertain the vol- 
ume of paseenger travel from ech station 
and to determine the facilities necess> y. 

The exchange regulation has been the gub- 
ject of Judicial review before railroad com- 
missioners and state courts, and the reason- 
ableness of the requirement hag been sus- 
tained. 

The regulations were called into , question 
in a case phdefore the interstate commerce 
commission, in which that commission sa‘d: 

“In a word, the right to use exchange o - 
ders and mileage books is In tie nature of 
a privilege, voluntarily accorced by carriers, 
under their tariffs, and must be accepted by © 
those who use such epectal fares with al] law- 
ful and non-discriminatory lMmitations that 
may be attached to them.’’

Now it is a fact that severa] of the 
railroads siguing that document have 
auditors on their trains to collect the 
fares, and the conductor has nothing 
to do with receiving the tickets, or 
pulling the mileage. 

That is as it should be. Running 
a train is enough for any one man, and 
it takes a good one for that! Still, we

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f PAY WHAT THOU OWEST 


While some wholesale firms are hav- 
ing reasonably good collections, it is 
folly to deny that collections are not 
as good as they should be under exist- 
ing circumstances. It is not for lack 
of the means that this is the case, for 
the country is unquestionably in a 
healthy condition financially. It is a 
matter of presumption, 

The consumer is presuming on his 
retail merchant, and he likewise is pre- 
suming on his wholesaler, and there 
the business must stop, for it will not 
go a little bit with the manufacturer. 
The jobber must pay.up to the very 
day. 

This putting off the payment of an 
account is not only unqualifiedly un- 
fair, but is actually to the serious hurt 
of the consumer himself. He has been 
extended a credit by which he was 
enabled to make a crop, and now his 
account is due and unpaid. The retail 
merchant is thereby unable to meet 
his obligations, and thus his credit is 
injured, and hence he cannot in the 
future expect the same liberality from 


his wholesale people, and, therefore, 
cannot own. his stock on s0 favorable 


terms and thereby take as good care 
of his own customers. 

So much for the consumer, now to 
be right candid and touch on a tender 
spot, the retailer is largely to blame 
for his tardiness in his remittances to 
his wholesale houses. Few merchants 
like to collect accounts, and are espe- 
cially averse to pushing up their cus- 
tomers. But it is their plain duty to 
do so. Otherwise they are injuring 
their own credit. 

The time of the year has come for 
prompt settlements of outstanding ac- 
counts, and the best friend to himself 
and his trade will go after the money 
good and strong until it is paid. Cus- 
tomers who will take offense and quit 
a firm because they’ are urged to dis- 
charge a just obligation are worth lit-. 
tle anyway. 

If it was a time of panic or famine, 
it would be different, but nothing of 
the kind is about us. Financial mat- 
ters are on a.very firm and satisfac- 
tory basis. Fairiy good crops have 
been made, and while in some sections 
times may not be as flourishing as in 
years of great plenty, conditions are 
far from bad, and accounts should be 
met more promptly.
